■pecisl consideration waa given to the 
matter of legal education. Dr. B. W. 
Lee, Dean of the Faculty of Lew, in 
delivering the report of the committoe 
on Legal Education and Ethics, em- 
phasised certain recommendations re- 
lating to the theoretical and practical 
■tudy of law. 

Attendance at the office of a barrister 
or solicitor concurrently with e college 
Course was a matter which gave rite to- 
ne little discussion, the import of which! 
was distinctly opposed to such a com- 
bination. It was argued that the at* 
tempt to combine the two branch** ef 
■tudy results unsatisfactorily ia so far 
at justice is done to neither. The stud- 
ent must neglect -the one or the ether. 
In short, the present system haa noth- 
ing to commend it either from the point 
of view of the professor or with regard; 
to the practical part of the student's 
course. Either the law office must suf- 
fer or the law school is no use. 

In view of these facts the committee 
took the ground that the theoretical 
of the in. 1 end the practical work should he under 
the varued uken consecutively rather then con- 
currently. To this end it wee recom- 
mended that the standard for adoption' 
be three year* in the law school and two 
subsequent year* in an office, exeept in 
the case of university graduate*, fer 
whom one year of office week will raf- 
fle*. 

The report also dealt in particular 
with the question of age of admission te 
the ttudy of law. In discussing this 
subject Dean Lee said that the regu- 
lation* in this direction varied in the; 
severs! provinces, some of which **t 
siiteen years as the minimum age. The 
committee, however, h* stated, had 
considered the age of eighteen to he 
better for two ouUt ending masses, 
first in order that the graduating 
•tudent be not placed el too 1 great a 
disadvantage, and second, to encourage 
a higher matriculation étendard. 

It was also proposed that etudeatt 
desiring to continue their saudies in 
other provinces be granted equlvakat 
standing. Thia question is of consider- 
able importance since it often happens 
that a student commences bit lege! 
education in one province without a 
definite intention of practising within 
its bounds. At the present time, how- 
ever, the difficulty of standardising 
legal education throughout the Dom- 
inion is ovious. There are outstanding 
diversities between the Common Law 
and Quebec Law, but even in the face 
of these difficulties-there is a peeaiMUty 
of the Common Law provinces so stan- 
dardising their law aa to secure soma 
mutuality with Quebec Law. 

Although it waa admitted that the 
recommendations of the aasorietiee 
could have no binding force; still ths 
whole idea was to set up certain stan- 
dards which might be regarded as an 
ideal to be attained at ne very dictant 
date.

FOLLOWING ADVICE. 



The following resolution passed at 
a meeting ot the Corporation last May 
will perhaps be of interest to under- 
graduates of the first and second 
years. 

"The Corporation of McGill Univer- 
sity viewing with marked disfavour 
the organized kidnapping or other pro- 
ceedings of a violent and objectionable 
character practised by the first and 
second years at the beginning of the 
session, hereby requires the student 
body to discontinue *uch practices 
under pain of severe penalties." 

This resolution, a copy of which ap- 
pears on the notice boards of the vari- 
ous buildings voices the opinion of 
the various members. The Corpora- 
tion no doubt, have weighed this mat- 
ter carefully and have not come to 
this decision without due reasons. 

The old-fashioned rush, ss it existed 
a tew yenrs ago, resulted in the dam- 
age of much private property as well 
as In the injury 0 f many of the parti- 
cipants. During the last two or three 
years no damage to outside property 
has occurred, and the rush on the 
whole was conducted in a fairly order- 
ly manner. However it did result in 
a wholesale disregard of lectures on 
the part of both years during several 
years. This practice was at least most 
discouraging to the professors. 

Nevertheless, to demand the discon- 
tinuance of a time worn custom with- 
out considering the view-point of the 
students concerned, is indeed a quite 
radical stand. Even before his gra- 
duation from "prep" school, the future 
undergraduate looks forward to the 
"scrap" as one of the mile-stones in 
his college career. With the disap- 
pearance of this custom will pass 
something by which the graduate may 
remember his college days, and to 
which he may recur with many pleas- 
ant thoughts. 

When the resolution of the Cor- 
poration will be entirely complied 
with by the members of the first two 
years remains to be seen. It is to be 
hoped, however, that the latter will 
keep in mind the fact that this deci- 
sion of the Corporation has not been 
arrived at without a certain consider- 
ation, which is undoubtedly earnest, 
for the welfare and good name of the 
student body.

THEJNIVERSITY 

The 1918-19 session of McGill Univ- 
ersity opens with the brightest pros- 
pects for the women students. Women 
are now to be accepted as undergra- 
duates in the faculty of médecins, the 
way having hsen paved by Us three 
women who took the first year work 
in médecine last year. By a resolution 
of the Corporation last May it was 
decided to admit woman to the study 
of médecine provided they held a 
degree in Arts from a recognized 
University, or took a doubla cours* 
leading to the degrés of B. ▲., M.D. 
on B. Sc.. M.D. at McGill. which in- 
volves two years in the Faculty of 
Arts followed by four years in the 
Faculty ot Médecine, or that they have 
satisfactory completed the first and 
second year in Arts at McGill Univer- 
sity and thus give evidence that they 
are sufficiently mature and otherwise 
qualified to take up the study of Mé- 
decine. 

Especial interest attaches to the 
opening of a new course tor women 
leading to the degree of Bachelor of 
Household Science. Towards the ctoss 
of, the session ot 1916-17, corporation 
authorized the new degree B. H. 8.. 
full particulars of which course ap- 
pear on page 110-111 in the new cal 
endar. It will be seen that this course 
comprises the first and second year 
in the Faculty of Arts and the third 
and fourth year at Macdonald College. 
The object of the University waa to 
use its existing resources teaching 
Household Science at Macdonald Col- 
lege and Arts Courses open to women 
at the Royal Victoria College snd to 
combine them in such a way si to pro- 
vide for the education of women who 
would later become domestic adminis- 
tration of Public Institutes such as 
schools and collages, tor whom of lata 
years great demand has arisen. 

The Faculty of Law is also, of 
course, open to women students. It is 
difficult to indicate the exact number 
of women registering in all courses 
but these figures will be procured 
from the Registrar in due time. 

But it must not be concluded that 
the opening of other courses to women 
bas done away with the value of a 
degree in arts. Judging from news 
received of student appointments dur- 
ing the summer and further demands 
for R. V. C. graduates it is «vident 
that the value of a degree In Arts is 
becoming more and more appreciated. 
Splendid positions will slwsys be open 
to graduates in arts.

WHAT THE BRITISH WENT 
THROUGH. 

The Drocourt-Queant line ha- five 
tiers of trenches instead of three, 
with a still more elaborate system of 
wide trenches, deep tunnels, fortified 
pillboxes for machine guns— in fact, 
defensive Ingenuity had been lavish- 
ed to the limit upon Its preparation. 

Ub barbed wire entanglements are 
eight yards deep and of extraordinary 
strength, the barbs being the thick- 
ness of a man s little finger, and just 
behind are ferro-concrete positions 
every hundred yards, holding from 
two to five machine guna, together 
with other machine guns emplace- 
ments. Behind the first line are 
belts of wire arranged tn criss-cross 
fashion, then, after an interval vary- 
ing according to the natuTe of the 
ground from a few hundred yards to 
half a mile, comes a second trench of 
great width constructed against tank 
attack. Then another belt of wire 
followed by the main or support line 
beneath which runs a continuous tun- 
nel at a depth of 40 feet with stair* 
ways every SO yards, and with rooms 
opening out, all electrically lighted, 
above are a number of machine gun 
posts and trench mortar nests, con- 
necte! with the tunnel by hoists tor 
ammunition sent from below. 

Such was the seemingly Impregnable 
obstacle which the Canadians placed 
and shattered at several points, ft 
wss pierced within two hours and be- 
came ours, but even as thai is said, one 
must remember that in spite of its 
size and depth and complications. It 
is only an outer defense.

Besidas making shells to be used in 
teaching lessons in international 
righteousness to the Hun, the French 
Government has missed no opportun- 
ity to preserve and increase the splen- 
did morale at home and in the 
trenches. No one knows batter than 
the French woman her own worth as a 
moulder of that same morale, and as 
soon as the desire of the Government 
became known, French women set to 
work to study their strong points and 
their weak ones, determined that 
heroism and honour in France should 
increase through the support afforded 
by her women. The President of the 
"Union Française" issued a pamphlet 
which was sent throughout France 
asking wives, daughters, and women 
to strengthen the faith and courage of 
their men when home on leave. At 
the very begdaning ft was decided to 
allow to those at the Front ssvca days' 
leave every four months, whenever 
possible. 

' The appeal read as follows; 'Women 
of France! Our heart* beat with joy 
at the naws that some among us will 
have our husbands and sons home on 
s short leave, as the needs of the 
Army will permit. Again we shall 
see them face to face, clasp them to 
our hearts, show to the fathers how 
the little ones have grown, say the 
many things which cannot be written. 
French women, we who are sisters In 
love of our country aad In our duty 
to defend It. let us not forget that we 
are about to be put to a severe test, 
that all the world will now be able to 
judge what is the adality ot our souls, 
what the value of the spirit animat- 
ing us. By the effect of this leave on 
our soldiers, the manner in which we 
receive them and, above all, the way 
ia which we send them back to their 
duty, wa shall show whether we are 
women worthy of France, or merely 
poor loving creatures without courage 
or noble ideals, unworthy to be wives 
and mothers of French soldiers. 

"Our responsibility towards them 
Is overwhelming, for the attitude of 
the women may be a decisive influ- 
ence. I .fit us never forget that our 
inner thought reflects Itself upon the 
face and in the speech, and that ig- 
noble thought like noble emotion will 
find an echo In the hearts of our man. 
Remember that we have not the right 
to be feeble, and that re-vivifylng 
tenderness testifies to a far greater 
love than enervating tenderness — our 
soldiers will never mistake the differ- 
ence. Any woman who at this hour 
destroys In a man the high sense of 
duty toward his country will be a 
criminal, since wa are fighting not 
only for France, but for the principle 
of right and justice in the world, and 
this duty should be accepted not as a 
heavy charge but as an honour and a 
joy."

WAR DEVELOPMENT. 

Expérimenta in clothes made of 
paper have been proceeding in Eng- 
land for some time, with results bet- 
ter than any the Germans are obtain- 
ing. 

A large variety of up-to-date paper 
cloths made In Germany have just 
been received aad are declared to be 
less durable than the kinds manufac- 
tured by British concerns. 

Up to the pressât time it has not 
been necessary to make paper cloth 
for suits and underclothes in England 
though samples have been prepared 
in case of necessity arising. Mean- 
while, saeki, mats, carpets, rata, cord, 
string and twine are all being made 
from paper. 

Samples of these and also some 
cloth that might be used for boys' 
washable suits are ready. The strength 
of theae fabrics Is unmistakable. At- 
tempts to tear the sacks and break 
the strings were in vein. Many thou- 
sands of paper made aand bags are 
being supplied to the Government. 

About a year age the German* were 
mixing cotton with the payer, but the 
latest samples of their cloth are en- 
tirely paper made. The fafcrle has a 
harsh rough feel, but apparently is 
strong, though thin.

Two Year Course in Social Study 
is Inaugurated and Diploma 
Offered. 

In connection with the establish- 
ment at McGill of a Department 
of Social Service, the following account 
of a course of Social Study inaugur- 
ated at Loyala College mr.y prove 
of interest. 

The inauguration of a Dpartment 
of Social Study in co-operation with 
the new Loyola School of Sociology, 
will coincide with the opening of the 
session. This important step in found 
necessary to meet the growing de- 
mand for trained social workers, 
whether voluntary or to fill respon- 
sible and remunerative positions. The 
services of a corps of professors em- 
inent in their respective fields has 
been secured. A number of student* 
have registered for the different cour- 
ses offered. 

The new Department of Social 
Study includes a two years' course 
leading to a diploma, (Laval Univer 
sity), which admits the holder to reg- 
ular positions. A certificate will be 
given for one year's full work. Par- 
tial students may attend one or more 
series of lectures for self-improve- 
ment or in preparation for higher 
forms of Social Service. Students 
may also attend the usual lectures of 
the Arts course including all the 
modern languages, or of the com- 
mercial and domestic science lecture3. 

Besides the regular courses given at 
Notre Dame Ladies College there will 
be a course of special lectures on 
social topics by distinguished pro- 
fessors whose subjects are to be an- 
nounced later. 

Students will also have the priv- 
ilege to attending the evening lectures 
to be given at the St. Sulpice Library.

One advantage of the department 
will be the means afforded for social 
service research work. No charitable 
organization now existing has the 
equipment or the power to undertake 
such work, the lecturer said, though 
he was convinced that In the files of 
all such organization* there must be 
a wealth of evidence acquired 
through experience, which, given the 
light, would create a public opinion 
sufficient to correct many of the so- 
cial ills of the country.

SCOTTISH HOSPITAL 
UNITS AID WOUNDED 

An organization that was already 
"quipped for service when war was 
declared, and that has made a name 
for Itself that will forever stand 
among the grandest In the world for 
service, is the Scottish Women's Hos- 
pital Units. Endurance under the 
moat trying circumstances, resource- 
fulness in the worst emergencies, 
bravery ln the presence of real dan- 
ger, unselfish devotion to the sick 'and 
suffering, and an utter disregard for 
their own personal comfort - these 
are the characteristics of the brave 
women composing Mus now famous 
band. Edinburgh ia the mother city, 
but London, Glasgow, Cardiff, Beltfast. 
.Manchester, and evtn Canada, United 
Sla<es and India havr branches of the 
committee. 

Since September, 1914, this com- 
mittee has equipped and fitted up nine 
Hospital Units' and two Ambulance 
Transport Columns. Wherever these 
women have undertaken any line of 
work some splendid achievement is 



put to their credit. Their very first ! 
work was at Calais, where Belgian 
troops were stricken with typhoid. 
Under Dr. Alice Hutchinson, the Scot- 
tish Women's Hospitals had the low- 
est death rate iu the town. Next the 
call came from tbe Abboye re Royau- 
mont, about twenty miles from Paris. 
What was a magnificent chateau, with 
cloistered halls and vaulted cciHnss. 
has become one or the best hospitals 
In France working under the French 
Red Cross, for French wounded, 
thanks to the Scottish women. 

It was staffed from the start en- 
tirely by women. A great curiosity 
it was and inspec ted constantly by the 
sceptical and down-right unbelievers. 
Evacuated patients were closely ques- 
tioned as to tbe treatment received, 
and their Teporls evidently upset all 
traditions and prejudices as to the 
ability of women doctors. At the re- 
quest of high French authorities pa- 
tients, after that Investigation, were 
sent straight from the Army zone In- 
stead of from T'aris. and the additional 
request was made that the rapacity 
of the hospital should be doubled. The 
Somme drive brought wounded, day 
and night. In a steady stream. Many 
were oases of gas gangrene, which de- 
mands immediate treatment. . Tbe 
great majority were cured, and some 
of the worst were Sengalrr-e and Al- 
gerians. In two days I7n patients 
were admitted, and Dr. 1 veins operated 
from nine in tbe morning until five In 
the afternoon of the next day. Few- 
men surgeons could equal that for en- 
durance. 

floyaumont proved the case for 
women doctors and nurses and the 
FVench Government s->ked for a 
second hospital. This wa- equipped 
by the colleges of Newnham and Gir 
ton, and located at Froyes. When th<i 



French Expeditionary Force went t 
the East the Scottish Women's Unit 
at Froyes was asked to follow. Fif- 
teen miles behind the firing lins if 
Serbia was its first station, and Iatei 
in Salonika it erected a doable row oi 
tents and treated all nationalities 
principally Greeks. Annamites /mi 
Senegalcs. Serbian refugees cane to 
Salonika, and these were aided at tat 
start by the Scottish women. Th« 
French Government at last took ovei 
the care of these refugees, houstni 
them on Corsica, and maintaining 
them, and the Scottish Women's Hos- 
pitals became responsible for .Bietr 
medical rare. Dr. niai r accompanied 
them and set up a hospital at. once, 
Eighty beds are in the hospital, which 
is general in character. A great many 
babies have been born there, and hsv» 
thrived. The American Unit, undei 
l>r. BenneM and Mrs. Harley. did won- 
derful work during the severe fight- 
ing. 4
